As to the likelihood of a representative of* 
the CIA attending such a forum, President Heff- 
ner commented, "I don’t know how much hope 
there is that they will.” "It would be better," he 
added, "if the CIA did send a representative to 
Jthe conference . . .” 

President Heffner expressed the hope, how- 
ever, that the forum might be a structure for 
-• getting the CIA to come to the 
| campus to discuss its role.
